How an Old Paper [Manufacturer Was 


by a Gang of Alleged Coun- 
catiahadins totanctian <otastin Enter- 
prise Broken Up. 


| PHELADELPAIA, Pa., April 25, 1899. 

The great counterfeiting case unearthed 
in this city and in Lancaster by Secret Ser- 
vice detectives, after two years’ work, has 
developed a succession of sensations. 
First came the arrest of Arthur Taylor and 
Baldwin S. Bredell, two expert engravers 
in business at 830 Filbert street, and W. L. 
Kendig, William M. Jacobs and James 
Burns, of Lancaster, ostensibly cigar man- 
ufacturers, on the charge of making and 
uttering counterfeit money and revenue 
stamps. Ex-Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Harvey K. Newitt was also 
arrested, charged with giving a bribe to 
one of the Secret Service men working on 
the case, and finally ex-United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Ellery P. Ingham is under 
arrest in connection with the alleged bribe- 
giving. 

Attention, however, is centring upon 
the manner in which the accused men pro- 
duced the $100 notes, which were so clever- 
ly made as to deceive even Treasury offi- 
cials. The’ Secret Service men are still 
making investigations, but almost the en- 
tire story has been given to the public. 
Bredell and Taylor occupied large upper 
floors of the building at 830 Filbert street. 
They conducted an engraving business os- 
tensibly. They are accused of engraving 
plates for United States bills and revenue 
stamps and manufacturing paper for use in 
the bills and stamps. Portions of an outfit 
for the manufacture of paper were found 
in the rooms. Indeed the Secret Service 
people found one of their most important 
clues in the purchase by the alleged coun- 
terfeiters of various Appliances for use in 
paper making shipped to the Filbert street 
workrooms. After the detectives had 
suspected that Bredell and Taylor were en- 
graving plates for notes they opened pack- 
ages directed to the firm and in them found 
paper-making materials. 

But the principal manufactory was in 
Lancaster, in a large building ostensibly 
used for the manufacture of cigars. About 
everything necessary for manufacturing 
paper for making money and the apparatus 
ior printing it were found. 

One of the Secret Service agents stated 

that the counterfeiters had endeavored to 
have their paper made some months ago, 
ut, their efforts not proving successful, 
they had begun the establishment of a com- 
lete paper manufacturing plant. With this 
‘nd in view, they had workmen construct 
‘_pparatus on the second floor for reducing 
ags to pulp, though, of course, the -work- 
nen engaged could not have known to 
vhat use the tanks were to be applied, and 
oubtless thought they were to be used in 
onnection with Kendig’s tobacco busi- 
ess. The plant had not yet been com- 
leted, but it is of a character that proves 
hat the counterfeiters thoroughly under- 
ood what they were about.

iue stamps, cut and ready for printing, 

id enough of it to have made stamps 

rth nearly $800,000.

"venue stamps. 

The Secret Service people are under- 

od to havea canfession from Jacobs, in 


which he tells the full story of the manner 
in which his firm secured the paper used. 
He mentioned the mill at Chambersburg 
owned by William Heyser as that at which 
paper for counterfeit revenue stamps was 
made. The story goes that Heyser was 
employed to make paper with the water- 
mark “U. S. I. R.,” on the pretext that it 
was to be used for wrapping a patent medi- 
cine known as “Uncle Sam’s Indian Rem- 
edy.” The paper manufacturer made up 
several tons of the paper and shipped it to 
Europe, as per directions, © From Europe 
it was reshipped to this country, and con- 
cealed in various places until tleeded. The 
paper for the cOmnterfeit $100 bills was 
made by the counterfeiters, by hand, two 
pieces being printed with the front and 
back impressions of the plate, and then 
pasted together, after silk threads had been 
run between them. 

Chief Wilkie, of the Secret Service De- 
partment, said to-day: “It is true that the 
paper was made at the Heyser mill, at 
Chambersburg. But Heyser is perfectly 
innocent. In order to protect him from 
annoyance I at first gave out the story that 
the manufacturer was dead, but some wise- 
acre at Lancaster had to say, ‘Why, the 
Secret. Service people think the paper 
maker is dead. He is not dead. Heyser 
is the man.’ I feel sorry for the old man, 
who was imposed upon and is entirely in- 
nocent of even a suspicion of wrong-do- 
ing.” 

When asked for his version of the trans- 
action, Mr. Heyser said that the statement 
as given by the alleged counterfeiters to 
Chief Wilkie was correct, and covered the 
points about as well as he could state them. 

Robert A. Balfour, 122 Frankford ave- 
nue, who has manufactured revenue and 
money order paper for the United States 
Government, believes that in September 
last he was approached by one of the coun- 
terfeiters. Mr. Balfour said to-day: “At 
the time my suspicious were aroused by 
my visitor’s actions, but the incident 
slipped my memory until the recent ar- 
rests. He opened his interview by show- 
ing a card from a_ well-known person, 
whose name I have forgotten. Then he 
asked questions about the texture of paper, 
as though seeking a quality that could not 
be imitated. 

“While we were talking, the man drew 
from his pocket a bank note and asked 
how the silk fibre had been put in. I told 
him it looked as if it was put on when 
dampened and pressed in, as it appeared to 
be all on the surface. This seemed to in- 
terest him greatly, and he inquired as to 
the coloring matter. He then drifted to 
reyenue paper, and later to money order 
paper. I told him that revenue paper was 
nothing more than ordinary white pa- 
per of a fine quality with the watermark 
‘U. S. I. R.’ in it. He then said, ‘It’s a 
wonder somebody doesn’t counterfeit this.’ 
He even asked for a sample, but in this I 
could not accommodate him. I told him 
it was a hard matter to counterfeit the pa- 
per, when he said: ‘Could not a mill be 
induced to make the paper?’ | said that was 
impossible, as no manufacturer would 


run the risk.” E. R. G.

A BIG CONTRACT FOR THE GREAT 


NORTHERN PAPER COMPANY, 





Pulitzer Next Year—The Madison 
Mill, When Refitted, Will Make 75 
Tons a Day. 





The Great Northern Paper Company got | 


its first large contract this week when John 
orvis, publisher of the New York World, 
Mned “the documents transferring the ma- 
jority of this paper’s patronage from the 
International Paper Company to Col. A. 


G. Paine, as representative of the Great 
Northern Company. 
The daily consumption of the World 


averages about 100 tons, and the contract 
is based on this amount. The Great North 
ern’s share will therefore be about seventy- 
five tons per day. The contract will take 
effect on January 1, 1900. Neither Col. 
Paine nor Mr. Norris would state just how 
long it is to last. The other twenty-five 
tons will be distributed among two or three 
mills outside the International Paper Com- 
pany, the names of which have not yet been 
given out. 

The contract for this publication is one of 
the largest in the country, and is in itself 
enough to keep a large plant running stead- 
ily. The announcement of the Great 
Northern’s good fortune came as a general 
surprise, and caused not a little flurry in the 
offices of the International, though it was 
well known that Mr. Norris has no fervid 
sympathies with the newspaper trust, and 
might have been expected to withdraw his 
patronage at any time. 

The establishment of the Great Northern 
plant, which is being built for a capacity of 
300 tons daily, afforded an opportunity to 
the World to give a large percentage of its 
supply to one concern, distributing the re- 
mainder with smaller mills, and Mr. Norris 
lost no time in making use of it. Both 
parties to the agreerhent seem to be very 
well pleased over it. 

Colonel Paine had little to say the 
representative of Tue Paper TRADE Jouk- 
NAL, excepting to confirm the contract. 
When asked if the Madison mill of the 
Manufacturing Investment Company, 
which is being fitted out with paper ma- 
chines, would be operated by tiie Great 
Northern in order to turn out this product 
by January 1, he only looked wise and 
turned away. 

At the World office, however, they made 
no secret of this, and said that the Madi- 
son plant had already been transferred to 
the Great Northern, and that its capacity 
would be equal to the demand of 75 tons 
a day. 

“We are quite contented to let things go 
in this. way,” said Mr. Norris, “and we 
will not bother just now with looking 
around for a plant of our own. It seems 
very difficult to get a good timber district 
and sufficient water power in the same 
spot. Then we know nothing about 
building and operating a paper mill, and 
one or two millions of dollars is too much 
to spend in an experiment. All our paper 
will be made outside the trust after the 
end of this year.” 

The World’s supply was formerly fur- 


to 


nished in great part by the Glens alls 
Paper Mill Company and the Hudson 
River Pulp and Paper Company. When 


the former was merged in the Interna- 
tional this corporation got the contract. 
Mr. Norris says the World has not fallen 
off much since war times in its consump- 
tion, and that with the present good fimes 
he expects no decline.

A DISPOSITION on the part of Canadians

**\ THE VALUE OF STATISTICS.” 


An English paper which is published in 
the interests of the paper trade industry 
takes occasion to make unfavorable and al- 
most savage comment on the methods 
which the United States Consular Service 
employs to ascertain the condition and de- 
velopment of the paper industry in other 
and especially in the United 
Kingdom. It makes some sarcastic allu- 
sions to the arguments put forth by Hon. 
Carroll D. Wright at the annual meeting of 
the American Paper and Pulp Association 
on the value of statistics, warns British 
paper makers against supplying a com- 
peting nation with any of the details of 
their business, and remarks that the busi- 
ness interests of British paper makers and 
the endurance of British characteristics 
are not likely to be maintained by such 
wholesale revelations as were suggested in 
a schedule of some fifty-six inquiries 
which has been sent to the American con- 
suls by the United States Government. 

The paper referred to has created a 
mountain cat of nothing. It is admitted 
by consular officers of various European 
countries that the American consular ser- 
vice as at present constituted is of great 
value to the business interests of the 
United States, and that it is furnishing to 
business men information of a much bet- 
ter character than is furnished to business 
men of other countries by their own con-

Question.—What is compound cellulose. 
and how does it differ from ordinary cel- 
lulose? 

Answet.—Pure cellulose is hard to find 
outside the laboratory. Although cellulose 
is the most common form of plant growth, 
yet it occurs combined in some form with 
other substances. The most common 
forms ate lignocellulose, pectocellulose 
and mutcocellulose, odipocellulose and 


cutocellulose. The most common form oi 


lignocellulose is jute fibre, an example o{ 
pectocellulose is flax. Of the adipocellulose 
and cutocellulose varieties of fibre pro- 
ducing material cork is about the best 
known example. It is possible to reduce 
all these examples of compound cellulose 
to typical celluf@Se, driving off the various 
substances which combined therewith con- 
stitute compound cellulose. 


(59) E. B., Toledo, Ohio. 

Question.—Is there anything in the 
prevalent practice of using angle bed-plates 
for the purpose of drawing the stuff from 
the corners towards the centre of the pulp 
space in a beating engine? Also: is there 
any form of engine roll which is made with 
angle bars for the same purpose? 

Answer.—The benefit, if any, in the di- 
rection noted is purely theoretical, and in 
practice is very small. The chief benefit 
derived from an angle bed-plate is that the 
roll bars do not strike the whole length 
thereon at the same time. As far as the 
“drawing cut” affects work done, that is 
all nonsense, for we do not want to cut 
stock—only to beat and draw out its fibres. 
An English inventor has recently brought 
out a roll and a plate in both of which the 
bars are corrugated so that there is a dou- 
ble drawing cut, if such a thing were pos- 
sible—or desirable. 


(60) S. P., Leominster, Mass: 

Question.—What is the substance used 
in parchmentizing paper, and how is it 
prepared? 

Answer.—Albumen, or blood serum, is 
employed in a recent process (by Kugler), 
the material, paper or cloth, being col- 
ored with coal tar products to any. desired 
tint, and then treated with milk of starch 
to keep it soft and to protect the nether 
surface. After immersion in albumen, or 
blood serum, the paper is dried and the 
surface finished. 

(61) A. B. F., Watertown, N. Y.: 

Question—What is the difference be- 
tween caustic soda and that known as car- 
bonate, and how is the ash tested? 

Answer.—Soda ash is a nearly pure car- 
bonate of soda. It is also nearly anhy- 
drous—that is, it contains little water held 
by crystallization. The “ash” may be 
formed from soda crystals by roasting in 
an oven or furnace to drive off the water. 
In case it is desired to form carbonate of 
soda from the “ash,” it is only necessary to 
di&Ssolve the soda ash in water, and then re- 
crystallize by evaporation. The amount of 
alkali in any given sample of soda or soda 
ash may be found by neutralizing with 2 
weighed quantity of acid of known 
strength. Soda ash, Na.O, is classified .s 
carbonated or caustic’ accordingly as tic 
alkali in it exists as carbonate or part 2s 
carbonate and part as caustic soda. The 
testing of carbonated ash is common!y 
limited to the determination of the total 
alkali, Na:O, it contains, but occasiona!|y 
it is tested for the presence of sulphate 0! 
soda, which is rather desirable for making 
soda pulp. This test is to neutralize and 
then acidify slightly with hydrochloric 
acid, boil and add rarium chloride so'u- 
tion as long as a precipitate forms, which 
is subsequently collected,, roasted a” id 
weighed, from which its percentage is cal- 
culated. In caustic ash the alkali and s' 
phate are estimated exactly as descri! ¥ 
for the carbonate. 

The difference, then. between carbon:'¢ 
and caustic soda is in the quantity of wa‘e' 
it contains locked up therein by the proc 
ess of crystallization.

Sulphur in Southern Spain. 


In a paper read before the Institute oi 
Mining Engineers in London recently, Mr. 
Arthur P. Wilson gave a description of the 
sulphur mines of the Sierra Gador, which 
are typical of the series met with through 
a belt of extending north 
east from Gador, in the province of Al 
meria, to the town of Lorca, in the south 
of Spain.

MIAMI VALLEY. 


The Business Outlook Continues to Brighten— 





DAYTON, Ohio, April 26, 1899. 

It is difficult to predict where the trade 
revival will end, if business continues to 
improve in the future as it has in the im- 
mediate past. Manufacturers in all 
branches report the liveliest trade of the 
decade, and express the hope that the im- 
provement will be protracted. “We want 
twenty years of this activity,” remarked 
an ultra-enthusiast; “that is what the 
country needs.” 

There is no denial of the fact that the 
discussion of combinations has disturbed 
trade to some extent. Not that selling 
has been interfered with seriously. The 
ill-effect has manifested itself among the 
manufacturers, whose usual serenity has 
been badly ruffled in many instances. 

Take Dayton and the valley as an illus- 
tration. About 7 miles from this city 
there is a manufacturer who has at least 
six separate lines, four of which are trust 
possibilities. To say that he and his busi- 
ness associates have had sufficient worry 
to turn their hair gray ‘is mildly express- 
ing it. 

In Dayton one manufacturer is making 
extensive plans to erect a new factory at a 
heavy expense. Certainly if he thought 
the combination would “cut much of a 
figure” he would not continue spending 
money, which cannot now be avoided, as 
work of construction has already begun.

The plant will be located in the 
mammoth five-story Barney Block, corner 
Wayne avenue and Third street, and in 
the heart of the business district. A large 
number of men and women are employed 
by this company, and aside from contrib- 
uting to Dayton’s commercial supremacy 
will prove of direct benefit to the city’s in- 
terests in every way. 

Mr. Schmidt is well known in local 
trade circles. He was formerly superin- 
tendent of the Dayton Paper Novelty 
Company, and resided here for years. He 
is thoroughly acquainted with conditions 
here, and feels that the opening is an au- 
spicious one. He left here more than five 
years ago and established a factory at An- 
derson. 


No Electric Power on the Canal. 


Reference was made in these columns 
some time since to the probable use of 
electricity as a motive power on the Miam1 
and Erie Canal. Steam roads have entered 
a vigorous protest against the ratification 
of the contract arranged by the board of 
public works of the State and the pro- 
jectors of the scheme. Representatives of 
the roads appeared before the Governor 
and Attorney-General, who have the ap- 
proval of the contract in their hands joint- 
ly with the canal commissioners, and 
urged that nothing be done at present. 
Their advice was accepted, and the matter 
has been delayed. 

Mr. Wagenhals secured the franchise, 
and, according to his explanation of the 
scheme to the writer, the introduction of 
electricity upon canal boats as a motive 
power would prove of great value to pa- 
per stock men and paper manufacturers 
located in the valley in towns and cities 
between Dayton and Cincinnati, and, in 
fact, an economical advantage to manufac- 
turers in the two larger cities mentioned.

The fact that Major 
Fox has looked over the plant with several 
other gentlemen recently gives the impres- 
sion that the mill will shortly pass into 
other hands, and will be operated to its 
capacity. Mr. Fox may.represent his own 
concern, but it is more than probable that 
prominent moneyed men down the valley 
are interesting themselves, and have se- 
lected Mr. Fox as a practical paper maker 
to represent them. 

This is a busy period in paper-making 
and tradesmen hereabouts would not be 
surprised to witness the successful opera- 
tion of the plant. Bradford Shinkle and 
E. P. Harrison may be interested with 
Mr. Fox. They now control three mills at 
Lockland, and could probably manage 
another without serious difficulty.

The leading paper houses report a very 
fair trade thus far this month, and so do 
the brokers. About the only difference 
between this and last month is that there 
are fewer large orders on the _ tapis. 
Printers are buying regularly and in good 
quantities. This applies to the city and 
the country alike.

ACTIVITY IN ENVELOPES. 


Two New Concerns, Making Both Specialties 
and Staple Goods, in the Met- 
ropolitan Field. 





There is unusual activity in the enve- 
lope field just now, and a number of new 
ventures in the manufacturing line have 
been undertaken. This condition of af- 
fairs is due in part to the fact that a com- 
paratively small capital is required to start 
up an envelope factory, it being possible 
for almost anyone with moderate financial 
backing to operate a few machines and 
make fair profits. 

Another reason is that no exclusive pat- 
ents are held by any one corporation. 
Those who are working in this direction 
assert that they can get machines which 
will not infringe on any patents, and which 
will turn out large quantities of envelopes, 
taking the paper in rolls and turning the 
product out gummed, and printed, if re- 
quired, as is done by the latest patented 
machine. 

It was announced in THe PArer TRADE 
JourNAL recently that one concern was 
looking over the field in New York, 
preparatory to erecting a large estab- 
lishment, and it develops now to be of 
more considerable proportions than ap- 
peared at first. 

The Munn Wired Envelope Company 
proposes to manufacture 3,000,000 enve- 
lopes a day in the metropolis, and for this 
purpose engaged, at the beginning of the 
week, a five-story building on Bleecker 
street, just east of Broadway. Superin- 
tendent William J. Griffin, who was for- 
merly with the Holyoke Envelope Com- 
pany, and Frank E. Munn were on hand 
bright and early Monday morning to begin 
putting in the machinery, but trouble over 
the lease, and illness in Mr. Griffin’s fam- 
ily, caused a temporary suspension of the 
work. 

The company has been working very 
quietly, so noiselessly, in fact, that no men- 
tion has been made of thirty machines 
which are ready to be put in as soon as the 
building is ready for them. Inside of a 
month, it is said, the factory will be in op- 
eration. 


The special product will be an envelope 
which is opened by a fine wire that projects 
slightly at one corner. This in itself is not 
altogether new, but Mr. Munn has perfect- 
ed the idea and will push it on the market. 

The output of the company’s plant is not 
to be limited, however, to wired envelopes, 
but the machines are so equipped as to per- 
mit of being operated on the ordinary en- 
velope. It is claimed that the cost of man- 
ufacture is identical, and that it will be pos- 
sible, when the factory is under full head- 
way, to turn out 3,000,000 of envelopes 
every twenty-four hours. The company is 
capitalized at $300,000. 

If competition be the life of trade, then 
the envelope industry should begin to 
flourish, for this company is not the only 
new one to enter the metropolitan district. 
The incorporation of the Boston Envelope 
Company, with a capitalization of $25,000, 
a few weeks ago, puts into the trade another 
concern, which also makes a specialty, 
but which, at the same time, intends‘to go 
in for envelope manufacture in general: 

This company is located at 203 Broad- 
way. Its president is Daniel L. Drew, of 
Boston, and its treasurer is Arthur D. 
Ropes. The Boston office is 146 Frank- 
lin street; but though the concern had its 
birth in Boston, the factory being located 
there, New York will be made the head- 
quarters. 

A Boston bookkeeper is responsible for 
the patent commercial envelope which this 
company is exploiting, and which is being 
received favorably, according to Mr. 
Ropes. It is a very simple affair, intended 
to serve the same purpose as the envelope 
with the metal fastener and that with the 
string which winds about an eyelet. 

This envelope is made fast by. a paper 
contrivance which holds the contents se- 
curely and yet is not sealed. 

Mr. Ropes says that the company will 
first push its commercial patent and will 
then engage in general envelope manufac- 
turing.

Etching on Polished Nickel. 


The metal is heated a little and coated 
with a solution of two parts of white wax, 
two parts of mastic and one part of asphalt 
or four parts of white wax, four parts of 
asphalt, one part of pitch, one part of Bur- 
gundy pitch, which mixtures enclosed 
in a fine linen rag.

fashioned wooden screen can 


hardly realize the improvement caused by 
the introduction of the improved noiseless 
screen, so great a change-for the better 
has it made in the wet end of the machine 
room. The old cam screen must be used 
to be appreciated as an aggregation of all 
that is bad. Not only were its cams con- 
tinually getting loose, but the wooden 
framing soon became “dozy” and water- 
soaked; then proceeded to shake itself to 
pieces with neatness and dispatch. 

Many attempts have been made to build | 
rotary screens that would do the work bet- 
ter, or even as well as the cam screens then 
in use. Many rotary screens were built, 
tried and relegated to the scrap heap, and 
even to-day there is hardly a well-known 
rotary screen to be found in the United 
States, although several have been the sub- 
ject of letters patent, and are more or less 
in the experimental stage, and one form of | 
rotary screen, shown by Figs. 1 and 2, is | 
largely in use in European mills and is 
seeking an introduction here at the present 
time. 

In the form of screen shown by Fig. 1 
the cylinder is perforated with slits after 
the manner of an ordinary screen plate. 
Not only does this cylinder revolve in the 
vat of stuff, but it is oscillated by eccen- 
trics so as to produce the desired effect of 
forcing fibre through the sjits,. A shower 
pipe, placed above the revolving cylinder, 
aids in keeping it clean, and forces the 
knots and impurities into channels formed 
by ribs on the cylinder, from which the 
stuff not passing through the cylinder is 
caused to flow automatically out of the 
machine. This screen and the one follow- 
ing were patented in this country in 1892 
by Charles Wander.

The horizontal ends of the angles must, 
therefore, have a vertical motion, which is 
imparted to the screen frame through sets 
of castings, which enable the amount of 
vibration to be controlled as desired.

Value of Cling-Surface. 


Prof. R. C. Carpenter, of Cornell Uni- 
versity, has recently made a series of over 
fifty tests to determine the value of Cling- 
Surface for belts. The tests showed an in- 
crease from 20 to 40 per cent. in efficiency, 
and belts treated with that substance trans- 
mitted considerable power when so loose 
that no power at all would be carried by 
the untreated belt. 

The general effect of the Cling-Suriace 
seems to be to enable a belt to transmit a 
power equal to its entire capacity when so 
loose that the folds or sides nearly touch.

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ENGLAND’S ALKALI TRADE. 


And How It Has Been Affected by the 
Tariff in the United States and 
Continental Europe. 


At the annval meeting of the United 
Alkali Company of “England, which was 
held some time ago in London, the chair- 
man of the board of directors reminded 
the stockholders that at the previous meet- 
ing he had called attention to the high 
tariff imposed on the company’s goods ex- 
ported to the United States and to most 
European countries. The new scale of

American duties had only been in opera- 
tion about five months of the year then 
under review. In the past year the com- 
pany had to face those duties during the 
whole year, and its important trade with 
the United States in alkalies had been re- 
duced to*very small propdftions, compared 
with what it was before those heavy au- 
ties were imposed. In 1895, for instance, 
the total export of soda ash to the United 
States was 125,698 tons, and in 1808 it fell 
to 29,323 tons. Of caustic soda, in 1895, 
the export to the United States was 33,625 
tons, and in 18098 it fell to 11,171 tons. 
Thus, the British manufacturer had been 
practically shut out for the benefit of the 
American manufacturer, who had largely 
increased his production, and was not only 
able to meet’ his own country’s require- 
ments but had a surplus for export. 

The company had to meet the same state 
of things all over Europe, a tax more or 
less severe being imposed on the British- 
made article. In the important trade of 
bleaching powder they had not only those 
high duties to face, but opposition provid- 
ed for its special benefit. A syndicate of 


German manufacturers had bought up the 
whole~production of over -three years of 
the bleaching powder made by an electrical 
| process in England, at a fixed price, and 
was offering it in the home market very 


ee

much below what they had given for it, for 
the express purpose of inducing the com- 
pany by a system of reprisals to keep its 
goods out of the Continental markets. 

The transaction of the German syndi- 
cate, which had still eighteen months to 
run, had reduced the selling price of 
bleaching powder by $4.86 to $7.29 per 
ton, and had, in fact, cost the Alkali Com- 
pany a sum sufficient to pay ordinary 
shareholders a moderate dividend on their 
holding. The falling off in the trade had 
been attributed in some quarters to work- 
ing with obsolete plant and not keeping 
pace with modern improvements, while the 
technical training of the heads and offi- 
cials of the English chemical industry was 
defective as compared with those of other 
countries. Those were not the causes op- 
erating adversely, at least so far as thar 
company was concerned. With reasonable 
duties and fair play, the company could 
hold its own, and hold it well. He could 
say that the company’s costs of production 
would compare favorably with those o1 
other manufacturers—English, Continental 
or American—but costs could ‘not possibiy 
be reduced sufficiently to make up for a 
duty of £11 13s. 4d. per ton on an article 
which sold at about £30 per ton; yet, that 
was what the American tariff required. 

Hence, the only way to retain the trade 
was to have an interest in manufacturing 
in the protected country. That they had 
done. A company had been formed and 
located at Bay City, Mich., called the 
North American Chemical Company, in 
which they had a controlling interest. 
Those works, primarily established for the 
manufacture of chlorate of potash by elec- 
trolysis, began operations about Novem- 
ber, and though not yet working at full ca- 
pacity, turned out an excellent article at a | 
cost quite within expectations, and prom- | 
ised to prove a very satisfactory invesi- 
ment.

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Great Britain’s Paper Imports and 
Exports. | 








During the first three months of the cur- 
rent year Great Britain imported 1,257,936 | 
ewts. of paper, of the value of £865,487. | 
During the similar period in 1898 the im- 
ports were 1,230,310 cwts. of the value of 
£891,727. The depreciation in value is ow- 
ing to a smaller importation of unprinted 
paper. The receipts during the quarter 
were 723,019 cwts. of the value of £609,543, 
while during the first quarter of 1898 they 
were 766,068 cwts. of the value of £649,012. |

Commenting on those figures the Pa- 
per Irade Review remarks. that American 
paper exporters are rapidly losing: ground 
in the British market, the drop during the 
last three months compared with a year 
ago amounting to nearly 45 per cent. 
Norway and Sweden have both increased 
their shipments of unprinted paper to 
Great Britain, but consignments from Ger- 
many and other Continental countries 
show a decline, 

On the other hand, month after month 
the exports of British paper bear an un- 
favorable comparison with those of the 
corresponding periods of prévious years. 
The exports during the last three months 
amounted to 225,647 cwts. of the value of 
£354,254, as against 256,469 cwts. of the 
value of £382,611 for the first quarter of 
1898. A reduction is shown in the expor 
tation of writings, printings and envelopes, 
the respective three months’ figures being 
133,464 cwts. of the value of £206,648, com- 
pared with 175,140 cwts. of the value of 
£243,115. The demand for hangings this 
year shows an improvement, as does that 
for paper of other descriptions. In writ- 
ings, printings and envelopes especially the 
British manufacturers are losing ground in 
the Australian market. 

Imports of wood pulp from Canada dur- 
ing March were nearly double those oi 
March, 1898. The imports of pulp from 
Sweden declined from £38,000 to £31,009, 
and from Norway from £76,000 to £71,000, 
whilst the imports from Canada increased 


from £7,933 to £15,221.

The -Rum- 
ford Falls Paper Company brings suit 
against the Portland and Rumford Falls 
Railroad to recover $15,000 paid in excess 
of the stipulated contract price for trans- 
porting the plaintiff's cars to Rumford 
Falls. In this writ is.also inserted a claim 
for $15,000 for damages sustained by rea- 
son of the defendant’s failure to fulfill its 
contract for extending its tracks to Rum- 
ford Falls to handle plaintiff's coal. 

The Rumford Falls Power Company 
brings suit for $40,000 against the Rum- 
ford Falls Paper Company, alleging that 
in the operations of the mills the defend- 
ant has used power of that value in excess 
of the amount stipulated in contract. The 
Rumford Falis / Boom Company | also 
brings suit against the Rumford Paper 
Company for the alleged breach of con- 
tract for booming the defendant's logs.

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New Use for Paper Bags. 





The housewife who, forty or fifty years 
ago, looked out in the street now and then 
so as to be sure and not miss the charcoal 
man when he came along, and who bought 
charcoal by the bushel or the barrel, to be 
carried in from the wagon and emptied in 
the cellar, would have been surprised to 
see, as she might nowadays, charcoal sold 
in paper bags, says an exchange. The 
charcoal! thus sold is a residue of the manu- 
facture of wood alcohol, produced by the 
charring of hard woods, beech and maple, 
in kilns. It comes from northern Pennsyl- 
vania and southern New York. It is 
shipped in bulk, in carloads, from the re- 
gion of production to the places of dis- 
tribution and there put into bags for sale. 

This modern way of selling charcoal was 
introduced into Buffalo about eight years 
ago. Buffalo now buys 10,000 to 15,000 
bags daily. Charcoal in paper bags has 
since been introduced in various other 
cities as far east as Boston. The paper 
bags are stout sacks of the same general 
proportions as an eighth-barrel flour sack, 
but a little larger and holding half a bushel 
of charcoal. The filled bags are tied 


around the neck.

High* Water Interferes with the Operation of 
Mills on the Black River—Some 
Damage at Brownsville. 








WATERTOWN, N. Y., April 27, 1890. 

There has been no apparent change in 
‘ the height of the river during the past 
week. It remains a few feet below the 
danger life. Warm days have continued, 
but, to the great surprise everybody, 
there has been. no rain excepting a shower 
which lasted about two hours on Monday. 
Therefore a great amount of surplus water 
has passed out of the danger zone, and 
unless we get several successive days of 
rain the mill owners will have no reason 
to be alarmed. Although the rivér is be- 
low the danger line, it has been high 
enough to cause serious inconvenience to 
many mills, effectually stopping some of 
them. 
The Remington mills at Glen Park, be- 
cause of their splendid location, are not 
embarrassed, but the Ontario mill of the 
International Paper Company, which is 
built closer to the water, has been shut 
down since Saturday night. At Brown- 
ville the Outterson Paper Company’s plant 
is shut down, and so also is the wood mill 
of the Brownville Paper Company. though 
the machine room of the latter is running. 
A small portion of the foundation wall of 
the Brownville Paper Company’s wood 
mill was washed out by the water Saturday 
night. The damage was not of a serious 
nature. The St. Lawrence mill and the 
sulphite mill had to shut down in the after- 
noon. No damage is reported, except at 
the Brownville mill. The ice went out of 
the river at Carthage this year on Friday, 
April 14. Last year the break-up occurred 
March 12, a full month earlier. 

Jack Donahue is at South Colton with 
a large force of men, and as soon as the 
river subsides he will start getting logs 
: that are on the bank into the river, prepar- 
atory to starting the drives, which he 
hopes to get under way soon. 


Sulphite Mill to Be Enlarged. 


The Carthage Sulphite Pulp Company, 
which has been running only a few months, 
has found that it is impossible to supply 
the trade with its present capacity, and will 
at once enlarge the plant to double the 
Present output. It was originally a 10-ton 
mill, yet it has been turning out 14 tons 
per day. Four customers take all of this,

The work on the 
St. Lawrence cut has progressed very rap- 
idly, notwithstanding the cold weather and 
frozen ground.

Gas Engine Troubles: 





In a recent lecture before the Aldenham 
Institute (London) the speaker touched 
upon the troubles frequently met with when 
operating gas engines, which are seldom 
found in paper mills, but could be profita- 
bly employed for running single machines, 
or for the repair of other machines. 

The speaker reminded his hearers that 
gas will not burn by itself—that is to say, 
if you fill a vessel with pure gas and thea, 
without allowing it to come into contact 
with the air, try to ignite it, you will find 
it will not light; but if you try it in contact 
with the air you will find it burns. The 
reason for this is thatthe gas, inthe first case, 
could not combine with the oxygen in the 
air, which is essential to combustion, but in 
the latter case it could do so. Now, sup- 
pose that in starting an engine the mixture 
of gas and air in the cylinder is so rich 
that it will not ignite; you will, of course, 
be unable to get an explosion. In this case 
the remedy is obvious—turn off the gas 
cock a little, and this will ‘throttle the gas 
as it is sucked in. Going to the other ex- 
treme, 
not explode, owing to an insufficiency of 
gas. Again the remedy is plain—open the

Of course one can- 
not tell at a glance whether the engine has 
been taking too much gas or not, but a 
little experimenting on the part of the per- 


son in charge will soon settle the question. | 


There are many other things that might 
cause failure in starting; for instance, the 
ignition tube might be too cold, or it might 
become corroded inside so as to prevent 
the mixture getting in. Another point is 
to observe whether the compression is suf- 
ficient, as leaky valves will allow the gas 
and air to leak away and so alter the 
strength of the mixture. Then, again, the 
engine might pull up while at work. If 
the ignition tube were to burst the engine 
would stop. This would be discovered at 
once by the noise of the escaping gas. The 
life of ignition tubes varies considerably, 
so that if one lasts a fortnight it is not safe 
to assume that all others will last the same 
time. The destruction of the tube is due 
to the tendency iron has when heated to 
absorb the oxygen from the atmosphere, 
and iron oxide not being so strong as pure 
iron, as oxidation imcreases the strength 
of the tube decreases, and when weak 
enough it bursts. Although it is necessary 
to have the tube at a bright red heat, care 
should be taken not to exceed this, as the 
tube will deteriorate quicker as the heat is 
increased. The lack of lubrication—that 
is, when the parts are not properly lubri- 
cated—may also cause trouble. This may 
arise from two causes: (1) insufficient oil, 
and (2) from oil unsuitable for the work 
to Which it is applied” For gas engines a 
high-class mineral oil should be used; one 
having good lubricating properties when 
used at a high temperture. If common oil 
is used it will not lubricate the parts, and 
they will become sized. If animal or vege- 
table oils are used for the piston and cylin- 
der they will be apt to carbonize, and so 
clog the parts that the engine will soon 
come to a stand. This cannot be too firm- 
ly impressed upon the mind, as it was part- 
ly the lack of oils capable of withstanding 
the high temperature of the cylinders that 
kept back the early gas engines.

Paper Testing in Germany. 





The Royal Technical Testing Offices o{ 
Charlottenburg, Germany, have sent out 
their report for 1897-08. The pape 
branch during the year executed 857 orders 
of which 435 were from public authorite. 
and 422 from private firms. The tests em 
braced 1,512 samples of paper, 62 sample; 
of materials, 4 samples of straw pulp and 
4 samples of wood pulp. Thirty-two of th: 
857 orders were from. Austria-Hungary 
Switzerland, Holland, France, Sweden 
NorWay, Denmark, Great Britain 
Russia.

scopic examinations; 114 samples of paper, 
3 of half-stuff, and 4 of paper-stuff for th: 
percentage of various fibres; 71 of paper 
for special physical and technical tests, and 
4 microscopic tests of paper materials. 
Among the special cases was one 
which a paper maker had been asked by 
the customs to pay duty for parchment on 
an imitation parchment, which evidently 
was of a quality to deceive the customs 
officers. The test proved the paper, how- 
ever, to be merely a very good imitation. 
Some tracing and photo copying pape-s 
were tested when coming from the ma 
chine, and, again, about three months after- 
wards, in order to ascertain whether they 
had lost any of their original toughness. 
The result showed that the chemical treat- 
ment had not affected their toughness. 
Twenty-seven paper makers received a 
copy of the tests made by the office acting 
under instructions from the purchasers. 
This is in accordance with the new regula- 
tions, by which any mill may demand par- 
ticulars about any tests made of its paper.

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NOT READY FOR A TRUST, 
But Glazed Paper Men Are Open to Con- 


viction, and May Form an 
Association, 








The glazed paper men are pondering 
very seriously over a consolidation propo- 
sition; in fact, the rush to form trusts 
seems to have received a check in this 
quarter. A dealer in this line said this 
week that among the 90 per cent. who op- 
posed the plan at the recent meeting in 
this city were several writing paper men. 
“We have seen enough of trusts” was their 
comment. 

Ethan Allen Doty, who is chairman of a 
committee to draw up a constitution and 
by-laws for a prospective association, had 
this to say to the representative of THe 
Paper TRADE JourRNAL: “The glazed pa- 
per makers are no further toward forming 
an industrial combine than before the 
meeting. Several sets of promoters have 
approached us, and we say to all of them: 
‘If you can show us how it will be to our 
advantage to form a trust, and give us 
some guarantee of its success, why, then 
we will look your proposition over very 
carefully.’ 

“There seems to be little need just now, 
though, for a consolidation, as orders are 
plenty; and those engaged in this industry 
are not disposed to give up their individual 
plants, We all think, moreover, that inas- 
much as nearly every company makes 
some specialty, it would be a long, hard 
job to put the whole business under one 
head. Members of our branch are not 
worrying, therefore, but are going along 
as usual. It is doubtful if we shall get to- 
gether again before our mid-summer ban- 
quet down East.”

Richmond’s New Mill. 


The Southern section of the country is 
in a fair way to add one more new paper 
mill to its rather scanty list, in the plant of 
the James River Falls Paper and Pulp 
Mills, which is to be erected on the site of 
the famous old Haxall & Crenshaw Mills 
in Richmond. The water power at this site 
was purchased by a syndicate of gentlemen 
interested in paper manufacture, several 
months ago, and the James Rivér Falls Pa- 
per and Pulp Mills were incorporated, Ash- 
ley B. Tower, of Tower & Wallace, New 
York, has been engaged for some time 
in the preparation of plans for the plant, 
and the contract for the erection. of build- 
ings has recently been awarded to the 
Kanawha Construction Company. 

Work will begin at once, and it is hoped 
that the mill will be in operation seven or 
eight months hence. The capacity of the 
mill will be about thirty tons of paper 
and fifteen tons of soda pulp a day. The 
organization of the company was formally 
perfected about two weeks ago by the elec- 
tion of Paskell Davie as president, Henry 
D. Valentine as vice-president, Fairfax C. 
Christian as secretary, and R. B. Harri-

Judge Steinway, Rockville, Conn., has 
given a decision in the case of the United 
States Envelope Company vy. the town of 
Vernon, which has been awaited with in- 
terest because of the point involved, which 
had never been raised before. The case 
was put on the short calendar on April 1 
for argument on plea to abatement, The 
Hon, Charles Phelps, counsel for the town, 
argued that the case should be dismissed 
because of an error in the form of pro- 
ceedings. His point was that instead ot 
bringing suit against the town, the com- 
pany should have made application to the 
superior court for the reviewing of the do- 
ings of the board of relief, making the 
court a board of relief for the time being. 
In place of a citation to appear in court, 
as he claimed the law provided, the enve- 
lope company had instituted a suit. The 
judge decides in favor of Mr. Phelps, and 
unless an appeal is taken this settles the 
matter. 
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A Canadian Pulp Combine. 


The J. L. Whitcomb who was reported 
a few weeks ago as looking up a site for 
a paper mill on the Ottawa River proves 
to ‘be a London promoter, whose object 
was to effect a consolidation of the pulp 
manufacturing interests of Canada. It is 
reported that he has secured options on 
ten of the principal mills in the Do- 
minion, the total capacity of which 1s 
about 400 tons of all sorts. He pro- 
poses ‘to form a company of $10,000,000 
capital to take over the mills, and pres- 
ently to build paper mills. He expects to 
get the money abroad, and it is said on 
his behalf that practically all that is re- 
quired has been subscribed already,

BY SIGHT AND SOUND. 


How Clever Engineers Locate Squeaks and 


Knicks in Machinery When It 
Is in Motion. 





I once sent a boy to find a squeak in a 
lathe counter-shaft; he returned to me, say- 
ing he could not find it. I asked him 
whether he used his eyes or his ears to 
hear with. Not understanding me exact- 
ly, I then said to him, “Let us go and see 
if we can find a pulley that makes the same 
number of turns per mintte as the squeaks 
we hear.” We soon found one. “Do you 
see that?” pointing to the desired pulley. 
“Yes, sir,” he replied. “Now, step up to 
it and oil its shaft.” He did so, and si- 
lenced the squeak. “Let me now impress 
this upon your mind so that you will re- 
member it as a lesson well learned,” I said; 
“in future, when you are sent to find a 
squeak, be sure to use your eyes as well as 
your ears.” This little incident, which hap- 
pened forty years ago, I have turned to 
good account many times since. 

Knocks in engines can be found very 
easily in the same way, by synchronizing 
the sight and sound of them. Every one 
knows that the sounds of working ma- 
chinery are carried to almost every fixed 
and working part of the same, and unless 
there are some means known of locating 
them by coincidence of motion, their dis- 
covery is very difficult. The fact is gener- 
ally observed that sounds are loudest 
where they are made, but we cannot always 
say, in truth, that sounds gradually de- 
crease in loudness as we withdraw from the 
sounding body; surrounding objects may 
have the effect of dispersing or concen- 
trating the waves of air, which carry 
sound, so to speak. 

A concave body will collect the promis- 
cuous sound waves about us, rendering 
them audible, which, without some special 
device, would pass by us unheard. So chil- 
dren say, “Put a sea-shell to your ear and 
hear the ocean roar.” In the philosophy 
of echoes the existence of surfaces which 
coHect and return to us the expanding 
sound waves are included, but we are at or 
near the focus of these rays in order to get 
the benefit of the many vibrations, which, 
without concentration, would be lost to us. 

The increase of sound in one locality and 
its decrease in another diverts the atten- 
tion, confuses the ear, and makes the lo- 
cating of its origin difficult:in the engine 
room; therefore, it is necessary for the ear 
to have the aid of the unerring eye to fix 
the exact place of it and find the cause. 

I have oiten proved the necessity of see- 
ing as a strong aid to hearing, by pacing 
back and forth many times the full length 
of the engine, as a method of locating a

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there was certainly no precedent for the 
knock we had in. hand. So, dismissing, all 
critics and adjusting properly all the work- 
ing parts, “Now, John,” I said, “let’s see 
her run.” And sure enough, there was 
that same unvanquished knock, occurring 
every time the cranks passed the top 
centre. “Now, John, run her slow—as 
slow as you can.” We now have two 
| knocks instead of one, at the same place 
in the turn. 

Here is#*80mething to reason out; two 
knocks at slow speed, one at high. What 
part of an engine can do that? It must be 
at the place where the parts under the in- 
termitting action of the steam join the con- 
tinuous-running wheel; for at high speed’ 
the wheel does not outrun the shaft, but 
the steam is quicker than the wheel and! 
turns the shaft ahead, pressing it against 
the key; in the other case, when the en- 
gine creeps, the crank will hardly pass the 
top centre without help; but the wheel, be- 
ing heavy, keeps on in rotation, crowding 
the key and driving the shaft over the top 
centre; when the steam comes on it sends 
the shaft quickly ahead, pressing against 
the other side of the key. 

Now, if the key is not tight these knocks 
can be accounted for. This mystery being 
cleared up, I tell John what's the matter; 
the fly-wheel key is loose. “Stop the en- 
gine and hit the key a tap with your ham- 
mer, please.” And when we started again 
@ quieter running engine was- never seen. 

You sympathize with the long-suffering 
engine-driver, who for mouths can’t trace 
the “knock” to its source, and silence it. 
He comforts you with his justifiable (?) 
remark that it has been in the engine from 
the first. You (mayhap the busy engine- 
builder) step in on call, hear the knock 
the moment you open the door of his en- 
gine room, take a wrench from the window 
sill, giveatap-bolton thecross-heada slight 


says: “In order to see aright one must 
know to look.” 

The study of acoustics and its illusions is 
deeply interesting by the peculiar phenom- 
ena presented and the startling disclosures 
made. The flight of sounds, followed by 
their repetition without apparent cause, as 
with echoes, and their diversion from orig- 
inal sources, completely deceiving the lis- 
tener, as shown by the art of the ventrilo- 
quist, are familiar and eloquent examples 
of the extraordinary behavior of sounds, 
which prove the necessity of aiding the ear 
in order to obtain correct knowledge. 

The noises of the engine room swell and 
fade away and come again as if by magic, 
putting you all out in your search for this 
source. Of course, we do know that 
knocks in engines are as numerous in va- 
riety as the engines themselves, and that 
they arise from many more sources than 
the numbers and handling of the same. 
One prime source of knocking is want of 
alignment; for, say what we will, an en- 
gine in motion under steam is in a very 
different condition, with regard to its lines, 
from the same engine when standing. 

Under severe and reversed strains, every 
part yielding more or less tc the pressure 
imposed, the certainty of maintained align- 
ment is not secured, and the extent of the 
departure of some essential organs of ‘the 
power transmission while at work, from 
the mathematical exactness intended, is 
not known till the engine speaks in tones 
which the intelligent engineer ought to un- 
derstand and answer.
